AUGUST MEETING. 

A stated monthly meeting of the Society was held 
this day, Thursday, August 8, at eleven o'clock a.m. ; 
Vice-President Colonel Aspinwall in the chair. 

There was not a quorum of members present ; but 
the record of the last meeting was read. 

Mr. Deane read an interesting letter from Mr. Win- 
throp, dated London, 4th July, 1867, referring to his 
speedy and pleasant passage from New York to Queens- 
town of only seveti days, and of eight days to Liverpool. 
He stated that he arrived in London just in time to be 
summoned, by Mr. George Peabody, to Oxford, to wit- 
ness the Commemoration services, and to see Mr. Pea- 
body in his red gown as D.C.L. He had since been 
the round of visiting and sight-seeing. He spoke of a
